EALIZATION the advance and 

progress the bookbinding in- 
dustry, through efforts the Em- 
ploying Bookbinders America, was 
forcibly brought mind the meet- 
ing the Executive Committee 
that organization held last month 
Montreal. 

For many years the association has 
been powerful factor solving the 
problems the industry itself. More 
than that, however, the 
now turning its attention problems 
affecting its relation allied indus- 
tries well. 

For the first time the history 
bookbinding and publishing, set 
trade customs has been drafted 
joint committee the Employing 
Bookbinders America and the Na- 
tional Association Book Publishers. 
This has been hailed both the book 
manufacturing industry and the pub- 
lishers long step forward that 
bound result mutual benefit 
the two groups involved. 

Through its Research Division the 
association now co-operating ac- 
tively with the binders’ board, gold 
leaf, glue and imitation leather inter- 
ests. 

Never before have the good results 
association activity been ap- 
parent. short, the work the 
Trade Relations Committee and the 
Research Division, both which have 
been actively co-operating these 
projects, can characterized al- 
most “revolutionary,” the sense that 
they are innovations. the words 
Judge Alfred Ommen, general 
counsel the association, “they will 
mean much the industry. They 
more than justify the thoughts 
those pioneers who brought the asso- 
ciation into existence.” 


The Guild Idea 


HAT the New York Bookbinders’ 
Guild not mere “back-slap- 
ping” organization, devoted primarily 
and exclusively furthering the 
status the plant executives, was 
wisely emphasized George Kuhlkin, 


president, recent meeting. 

Employees will well take Mr. 
Kuhlkin his word and recognize the 
fact that the problems the Guild 
striving solve are theirs well 
the executives’; that the members 
the Guild are liaison officers between 
the management and the personnel. 
The five years’ experience the 
Guild proves that anything accom- 
plished for the good the industry 
must reflected terms advan- 
tage every individual employee. 

The Guild, too, pointed out 
Brassil, representing the employers, 
has abolished secrecy among the mem- 
bers concerning matters and problems 
whose full and free discussion toward 
solution beneficial all. Mr. Bras- 
sil, doubt, echoed the conviction 
many other members when said 
that had taken much away from 
the Guild tangible benefit, especially 
through questions and answers 
meetings, had from any other 
organization.

TRADE RELATIONS AND RESEARCH ARE 


Executive Gathering Advised Proposed Agree- 


ment Trade Customs with Publishers—Binders Board 
Manufacturers Offer Cooperation and Contemplate 
Program Standardized Progress 
Reported Other Committees and Local 


ESEARCH activities and co- 
operative endeavors with other 

associations allied the in- 
dustry’s interests were the principal 
topics discussion the Executive 
Committee meeting the Employing 
Bookbinders America, held the 
Mount Royal Hotel, Montreal, May 
and 24. 

Although prevented from attending 
the meeting, unavoidably, Judge Al- 
fred Ommen, general counsel 
the association, expressed the senti- 
ment the entire gathering com- 
munication applauding the “wonderful 
work the Trade Relations Commit- 
tee and the Research Division.” 

“Truly,” wrote Judge Ommen, 
“these are ‘revolutions lifetime’ 
and will mean much the indus- 
try. They more than justify the 
thoughts those pioneers who 
brought the association into exist- 
ence.” 


EPORTING for the Research Di- 
vision, Roy Baker said that ne- 
gotiations with the Binders’ Board 
Manufacturers Association have re- 
sulted tentative program which 
the manufacturers “are only too glad 
follow, and think going re- 
sult great deal benefit them- 
selves and ourselves.”

The Executive Committe endorsed 
the idea co-operation this kind, 
and empowered Mr. Baker conduct 
further negotiations with the manu- 
facturers formulating definite 


program. The committee also ac- 
cepted, with thanks, behalf the 
A., the offer the binders’ 
board manufacturers contribute 
financially the work the Research 
Division donating $1,000. 

line with this tentative program, 
the Binders’ Board Manufacturers 
Association are present consider- 
ing the adoption new name 
for the so-called binders’ board, ac- 
cording Mr. Baker. This name 
would chosen the members the 
bookbinding trade, and prize contest 
would held, not only create in- 
terest this new project, but get 
name that would cover and describe 
the various qualities the board. 
The association would agree make 
this board and adopt uniform items 
specification, all the manufacturers 
guaranteeing that board bearing this 
name should not fall below the pub- 
lished specifications.

Prior the rearrangement our 
plant, our plates were stored two 
rooms separated distance ap- 
proximately 400 feet. This resulted 
excessive trucking, record keeping, 
and supervision. 


thoroughly studying this 
problem, single room ample area 
and fireproof construction was lo- 
cated between the foundry and the 
layout room and adjoining the press- 
room. The plate storage was consoli- 
dated this room which provided ad- 
ditional shelving, handling equipment,

plished Far the Pamphlet Binders Group 
System Tells Only Half

The pamphlet binders group has 
directed its efforts toward expanding 
the scope its activities and adding 
least six operations. 

“All the members who are contrib- 
uting this work feel its importance 
more and more,” said Mr. Wesby, 
“There are others who should con- 
tributing but who seemingly 
afraid discuss these problems, 
through fear showing ignorance, 
lack cost records. Others who have 
cost systems make attempt con- 
sider production records. those 
who are struggling with this prob- 
lem, endeavoring build, comes 
realization that the cost system only 
half the story—production the 
other half—neither complete it- 
self. 


ROGRESS the compilation 


WISH could imbue other 
pamphlet binders with some the 
enthusiasm have for the work; 
make them see its possibilities, and 
finally, get them, through contributing 
their bit this work, help them- 
selves better knowledge their 
own business. 

“The work was started small 
scale, and last year very definite re- 
sults were shown the Cleveland 
Convention. Five distinct operations 
had been classified. sure there 
were several gaps, and some the 
less common sizes had 
touched upon because lack data.

Several types machines and again 
the tremendous number possible 
combinations with which the pamphlet 
binder constantly faced. The 
U.T.A. used their production rec- 
ords the number pages basis, 
but this seems inaccurate. Two 
pamphlets the same number 
pages but with different cover stocks 
will vary widely regard trim- 
ming time, especially one has 
slippery cover. Again, the bulk the 
stock affects the number trimmed 
time. 


“In effort simplify this work 
and make the results practical use 
our members, are using the 
basis. This eliminates the com- 
binations caused varying weights 
and bulk stock, and brings 
unit which simple and can used 
and understood all.
